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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -55 are pending in the application. 

2. Applicants' amendments/arguments, filed 4/12/05, have overcome the 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph rejections, 35 USC 103(a) rejection and the claim objection, issued in 
the Office dated 10/5/04. However, a new rejection has been issued for some to the 
claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 14, 19, 26, 32, and 38 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by 
the claim language. These claims are omnibus type claims. Claims must, under 
modern claim practice, stand alone to define the invention, and incorporation into claims 
by express reference to specification and/or drawings is not permitted except in very 
limited circumstances. Since, each of the above claims refers back to a Figure 
(Drawing), the claims are rejected as failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the invention. See Ex parte Fressola (27 USPQ2d 1608). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 , 2, 4-1 3, 1 5-1 8, 20-25, 27-31 , 33-37 and 39-55 are free Of the art 
because the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the presently claimed 
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polymorphs (e.g., forms D, F, G, I, O and T) and/or use of said polymorphs and/or the 
processes for preparing the said polymorphs.
